TAFT WILL RETAIN 
ANTI-TRUST LAW 


President-elect Refuses to Meet the 
Clamor of Capital and Labor for 
Repeal of Sherman Law 


-_—- 


New York, Dec. 15—Wm,. H. Taft, 


president-elect, serves notice on cap-; 


ital and labor, whieh are clamoring 
for the repeal of the Sherman enti- 
trust law, that he does not counten- 
ance their efforts and that during his 
administration he will regard the en- 
foweement of the law as more import- 
ant than ita repeal. He made this 
important announcement at the din- 
ner of the civic federation after Seth 
Low, Semuel Gompers, Melville &. 
Ingalls end August Belmont had urg- 
ed either the repeal or extensive am- 
endments to the law. Mr.Taft’s pledge 
to enforce the law was greeted with a 
considerable demonstration of ap- 
plause, in feet the oniy demonstra- 
tion of the evening, 
Enforced, Not Repealed. 

“T am not quite willing to part with 
the Anti-Trust uct, the Sherman act,” 
he said. “TI agree that it may need 
amendment, but T do not think it re- 
quires extensive amendments. To me 
it is far more importent that the law 
should be enforced than that itshould 
be repealed,” 

After the applause which greeted 
this ennounec>ment had subsided Mr. 
Teft, in perfect good nature, referred 
to the “loose talk” and “sketchy di 
scriptions’ of the law, reierring a@p- 
parently to the flippant manner in 
which Mr. Ingalls, in his speech, re- 
ferred to the act and ridiculed its 
pesvistens as antiquated and usa 
ess, 

Need for Such a Law, 

“Few people are reelly familiar 
with it,” he continued; “it is a work 
which requires careful study by law- 
yers and meu with trained minds. 
men who recognize the evils, which 
every business man recognizes, have 
developed as the outgrowth of recent 
combinations of capitel, 1 realize that 
combinations of capital are neges- 
‘ary under the present commertial 
conditions. They have come to stay. 
But I realize also that the power of 
these combinations may be used to 
the detriment of the public and we 
must have upon our 
some law which will prohibit any pos- 
sibility of abuses.’ 


ST. BCNIFACE IS FRENCH. 


Bleau Returned Mayor—Irregilarities 
tn One Ward. 


St. Boniface, Dec. 15.—The hottest 
municipal campaign for years ended 
with the return of Mayor Bleau, rep- 
resenting the old regime, by 58 votes. 
This is somewhat set off by the fact 
that in ward 1, where Bleau had a 
lead of 63, it is alleged that there 
were 28 more ballots cast than there 
were voters on the list. 

The figures are instructive, there 
being a large turnout. Wards 1, 2, 
and 3 are French, and ward 4, Nor- 
wood, is English, this ward for two 
years seeking, vainly, increased rep- 
resentation, Ward 1, Bleau (French- 
Canadian), 99; Berry (English), 36; 
ward 2, Bleau 161, Berry 29; ward 3, 
Bleau 342, Berry 81; ward 4, Bleau

Delivery of Goods From Disease- 
| Infected States. 


Winnipeg, Dec. 15.—An important 
order in council has just been issued, 
affecting all kinds of goods shipped 
from the United Btates to points in 
the Dominion, and Winnipeg and 
Vancouver business men are very 
directly interested. It is the result 
of a recent and serious Outbreak of 
foot-and-mouth disease, and prohibits 
the importation into Canada of any 
class of merchandise packed in either 
hay or straw.

ARBITRATION OVER 
G.T.P. RIGHT OF WAY. 


Hearing Ovens in Empire Block Rel- * 


ative to Beacnmount Property— 
Company Wants to Purchase on 
Filing Made in July, 1908—Estate 
Contends First Filing Should Be 
Used, 


Arbitration procevdings were open- 
ed this morning in the Empire Block 
in regard to the G. T. P. right of way 
through the Beachmount estat’, whic) 
lies to the extreme north of the city 
limits and west of Namayo avenue. 

On July 17, 1907, the plan of the 
right of way through this property 
was filed in the land titles office and 
a copy was sent to the Dominion 
Railway commission for approval. 
The commission did not approve o! 


‘the plan in its entirety in their con- .» 


sideration of it in January, and a 
second plan, slightly modified, was 
filed on March 6, 1908 When the 
question of indemnity came to ve 
considered between the u.T.P. and 
the owners of the property a dispute 
arose as to what date should be ac- 
cepted as the one on which the plan 
was filed and on which the indemnity 
to the owners should be based. The 
Grand Trunk Pacifie Co. placed the 
date as March 6, 1908, whereas the 
owners in consideration of the fact 
that their property has been tied up 
and withdrawn from the market_for 
nearly a year, place the date as July 
17, 1907, and ask that the valuation 
of the land expropriated be from that 
date. The G.T.P. has offered $175 per 
lot for some 40 lots, but the owners 
claim additional indemnity and the 
interest on the value from July 17, 
1907, to the present time. 

The arbitrators before whom the 
argument opened this morning are 
G. T. Montgomery, on the part of the 
G.T.P., E. 8. Matthews for the own- 
ers, and A. G. Harrison as the third 
party, who acted as chairman. W. 
W. Walsh, K. C., of Walsh & McCar- 
thy, of Calgary, appeared for the 
G.T.P, and Messrs. Bishop and Grant 
appeared for the owners, viz.: Olar- 
ence ‘irueman, K. K. Dickinson, A. 
Andrew and J. Fullerton. 

J. ©. Corborand, of the land titles 
office, the first witness, produced the 
plans of the right-of-way, and testi- 
fied to their being filed on the respec- 
tive dates above mentioned, The evi- 
dence showed that complete plan 
was filed on July 17, 1907. 

C. A. Grant, in stating the case {i 
the plaintiffs, showed how necessary 
it was that the latter date be taken 
as the one from which all indemnity 
is to ve calculated. 

Mr. Walsh contended that the plan 
was purely preliminary. It was in- 
tended to show where the G.T.P. pur- 
nosed placing its line, in order that 
it might be approved by the railway 
commission, The railway commis-
